Our ca- 
sualties up to date aro one killed and tivo 
slightly wounded. The loss of the British 
niust be Jurge. The English Northern 
camp appoars to be in confusion 2% people 
aro observed trekking about aimlessly.’

Of course, wth the un- 
limited supply “of forago at our disposal 
those conditions will effect us in no way.

The Boors in Johannesbarg are living on 
tho fat of the Jand, while the streets are 
givon up to ownerless and hungry cata and 
dogs. - A recent arrival from the Goldon 
City says that under the namo of ‘Com- 
mandecring’ guvernment looting is carriod 
on to a shameful extent. All atures and 
private huuses supposed to contain anything 
usefal to the government—and anything 


valuable is naturally useful—ure opened. 
After the Government bus taken its share, 
the official takos bis bite, then follows tho 
humble special constable for tho crambs; 
theli-they lock the doors. Many Boor. 
familes have taken’ up their residence ‘in 
town,' and, hcing wise people, thoy aro 
only content with the very nicest houses. 
‘They don’t live in those houses—thoy rathor 
‘camp’ in them. It is an interesting fact 
to note that the Boer cannot appreciate 
wolern conveniences, They find that the 
kitchons are too far away from tho drawing- 
ruoms—so. they light tha fire in the draw- 
ing-room, and do their cooking there. 

The Boer ladies are in clover; they drape 
their Hehe forms in garments made out of 
costly drawing-room curtains, while the 
dirty-nosed Boer babies play skittles with 
expensive ornaments. 

PROSPECTS AT JOWANNESUURG, 

Of course, the Boers regard Johannesburg 
as tho cause of all this trouble, and the 
Rand refugees here seem to be all of 
the opinion that beforo our troops 
reach the Golden City the Buers will lovel 
it to the ground.

MoOW THE GUNS WERE LosT 
AT COLENSO 


‘Ina Totter dated ‘Chieveley Camp; Do- 
22, Mr Bennet Burleigh, the 


cembor 


Peleqraph, gives a most interesting account 
af how the two batteries were lust at die 
hatte of Colense, The ground over which 
the batteries were to advance had been 


ly rode upon, and crossed to the further 
side of, the highway bridye spanning the 
Tagelo, withvat seeing any Boers. Colonel 
Long then took the guns forward lo within 
CON yards of the Tuyela and 1,200 yards of 
Wort) Wylie, ‘As soon as. tho artillery 
horses hat unlimbered the guiis and their 
drivers were taking then hack, the Boers 
suddenly opencd a Vtorrihle rifle. fire on the 
batteries, It came from Fort Wylicand tha 
lower and adjacent ridges and trenches. 
Tho Boer yuna also buvan a Tittle Jater 
thrawing shrapnel, and the: machine gun 
firing sulid shot at them, But the gumers 
never flinched noe winced, buckling te 
their work like mon who grip a-heavy 
aad. “Captains: Goldie and 
Sclrieber ‘fell, stenck dead, Within a 
quarter of an hour Colonel Long, their 
chief, was knocked over, shot through the 
arm and hody, a bullet passing Unroayh his 
liver and kidneys. He was carried aside 
200 yards into a shallow donyga, whero lay 
several of the Devons and.cthers.  Thero, 
wounded as he was, Colonel Long sent for 
help to overcome the enemy's “rifle fire, 
Bat it did not como, for there was a diffi- 
culty about quickly findiny either Gener 
Buller or General Clery.
